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THE great lesson to be drawn from the settlement of 
the strike at McKees Rocks, Pa., is that the only way 
to adjust such troubles is by matter-of-fact business 
methods. Violence is madness. Refusal of a company 
to hear a fair statement of grievance is folly. The first 
thought which strikes the practical man on hearing 
that this bitter dispute is in the way of pacification is, 
“Why should it not have been done in the first place?” 
That would have saved almost two months’ loss of 
work for the men, would have prevented the cessation 
of industries, with the accompanying financial losses 
for the company, and Pennsylvania would have been 
spared a distressing and disgraceful chapter in its his- 
tory. Settling the strike now proves it could have 
been settled before. What an immeasurable advantage 
that would have been to all concerned. 








BUILDING operations all over the country for the 
month of August show a heavy increase. During the 
month permits were taken out in fifty cities, according 
to official reports, for the construction of 15,551 build- 
ings, involving a total estimated cost of $58,140,011 
against 14,520 buildings, involving $43,322,101 for the 
corresponding month a year ago, an increase for the 
month closed of 1,030 buildings and $14,817,910, or 34 
per cent. This is one of the most interesting reports 
from the standpoint of the remarkable increase which 
it shows that has been made public for a long time, and 
clearly illustrates the enormous activity prevailing in 
building in all sections of the country. Probably noth- 
ing like it has ever before been known. It is a better 
illustration of the fact that we are going into a new era 

' affairs in this country than anything that has come 
to light in a long time. 








‘HE silver dollar gradually is going out of circula- 
tic Today there are about 71,000,000 of them in 
cir-ulation which is the smallest number in recent 
Three years ago there were about 82,000,000 
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passing through the various channels of trade, The 
reason for the unpopularity of the silver dollar, 
it is said at the Treasury Department, was that the 
government for the last two years has declined to pay 
the express.charges on shipments of them to the Treas- 
usy for exchange for notes of similar value. There 
were more than $80,000,000 in circulation when Con- 
gress refused to appropriate money for paying express 
charges.. Immediately the movement of silver dollars 
decreased 75 per cent. Because of their size amd 
weight they already have been discarded in the mer- 
cantile centers of the North and East, but they still 
retain favor in the West and Southwest and in all parts 
of the South. 








MartTIN KALLMAN, president of the Oriental Trust 
Company of Paris and London, has invented a new 
process of creating iron of all grades into 
New Processof fine steel, the process usually consuming 
Making Steel : 
FromIiron, 2b0ut twelve hours. Quite recently a 
number of expert steelmakers visited the 
inventor’s laboratory in London.and witnessed several 
demonstrations of the process in which many different 
iron objects were “steeled.”’ 

Every possible precaution was taken to insure the 
absolute certainty of the results secured. The first test 
was with a plain bar of iron. This was coated with 
a peculiar chemical powder and placed in an air-tight 
retort in a furnace. The result was the entire bar 
was transformed into steel which the experts pro- 
nounced after testing it to be of fine quality. Models 
of several steel objects were worked up in ordinary 
iron and put through the process successfully. Some 
were made into solid steel, while on others only the 
outer surface was transformed into steel. An iron 
car wheel was given a steel rim and a heavy iron chain 
was turned into solid steel at one end which graduated 
into a thin coating over the iron at the other end. 

There is said to have been no question of the steel 
being fixed onto the iron. It was clearly demonstrated 
that in every case the iron itself was transformed into 
steel. 

“The peculiar thing about this process,” said Mr. 
Kallman after the tests were finished, “is that low 
grade, cheap iron can by our method be transformed 
into a higher grade of steel than other better grades of 
iron. We don’t know much about this feature yet, but 
our experiments are teaching us much. I estimate 
that we can take a piece of iron costing 2 cents a 
pound and put it through our process at a cost of 5 
cents a pound and produce steel which at the lowest 
valuation today is worth $1 a pound. Other methods 
would cost from ten to twenty times as much. We 
obtain a great saving by our process in the manufac- 
ture of steel tools and shapes of various kinds. We 
can work them up in iron or cast the iron in molds and 
then turn it into the finest kind of steel. This means 
a saving in time and labor, in cost of working and in 
cost of converting into steel. As we have demon- 


strated, we can make such objects as a car wheel or 
an axle, where the flexibility of iron is required to 
withstand strains and shocks and steel surfaces are 
needed to resist wear at the points of contact, both 
easily and cheaply. I firmly believe that our process 
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will revolutionize the steel making business. It applies 
to all grades of steel for all kinds of work, and in every 
case insures greater economy than any other known 
method.” 

The experts present refused to be quoted on the 
- subject until they had had time to study the matter 
fully. Eaeh of them, however, congratulated Mr. 
Kallman on his success so far, and spoke enthusiastic- 
ally of the new process, provided no flaws so far hidden 
were discovered. A British firm has made overtures 
to Mr. Kallman for the exclusive British rights to any 
one firm in one,country. A company is being formed 
to exploit the process. When this is completed the 
rights to use the process will be leased out on a 
royalty. 








James B. Reynotps, acting Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, has signed new customs regulations for the mark- 
ing of imported: merchandise so as to 
New Customs indicate the country of origin and to give 
Rules for For- |,. other information required by the 
eign Goods. - ; 
new tariff act. The law required that all 
articles of foreign manufacture or production capable 
of being marked without injury should have in a con- 
spicuous place in English letters the country of origin. 
The marking of’cutlery, watches and clock dials and 
watch and clock movements and cases also were 
directed specifically in the tariff act. 

After reviewing the provisions of the act relating to 
the marking of merchandise the new regulations pro- 
vide: 

Appraising officers will make a careful examination 
of all merchandise in their hands for appraisement in 
order to determine whether the same is marked in 
accordance with said provisions of law and if they 
find the same not so marked they will so report to the 
collector and the merchandise will be sent to the gen- 
eral stores and treated as unclaimed and not delivered 
therefrom unless for exportation upon due entry for 
that purpose being made, until properly marked by the 
importers under the supervision of the collector. 

The word “Purchaser” as used in said paragraphs 
152.and 154 is held to refer either to the purchaser 
shown on the consular invoice or to the ultimate con- 
signee as shown in the declaration made upon entry. 
In the case of cutlery shipped to this country for sale 
on consignment as there is no purchaser, the same 
must be marked with the name of the manufacturer. 

The law does not contemplate the marking of the 
coverings of crude substances, such as hides, logs, 
wool, crude rubber, etc., or on other substances 
of a moist or deliquescent nature like certain 
kinds of sugar in mats, etc., the marking of which 
would be impracticable. Articles usually imported in 
bulk when secured together for convenience in han- 
dling are not considered such packages as are required 
to be marked. 

Merchandise entered for immediate transportation 
or in transit through the United States to a foreign 
country is not required to be marked under said pro- 
visions of law. 

Articles manufactured in one country from ma- 
terials produced in another should be marked with the 
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name of the former as the country of origin. t 
example: 

Packages containing beer manufactured in Gers), 
or German malt and Austrian hops, should be mar ced 
“Germany.” 








THE QuESTION of defective and careless packiny }, 
some exporters to Mexico has always been, and is \et. 
one that merits the careful attentio:, of 


F aye shippers, says Consul William W. ( an- 
a Senn sig ada of Veracruz, Mex. It is declare: to 


be one of the principal causes of many 
annoying and unpleasant differences that arise between 
the shipper and the buyer’in Mexico. So much has 
already been said on this subject that it would seem 
reasonable to expect some results from these frequent 
reports and counsels, but an occasional visit to the 
wharves of Veracruz when vessels are discharging 
cargo will prove that very little attention has been 
given to the matter, says the consul. 

A large lot of furniture from Wisconsin recently 
arrived at Veracruz for transshipment to the interior. 
These goods upon being landed presented a most de- 
plorable appearance. There had not been even an 
attempt to pack them properly, for the greater part of 
the shipment consisted of chairs, knocked down, which 
had been wrapped in bundles with paper covering, 
and tied with a string or two. Naturally these pack- 
ages fell apart, many pieces were broken, and all of 
them were more or less injured in one way or another. 
Before the buyer could possibly put his goods on sale 
he was obliged to go to the trouble and expense of 
overhauling the entire lot, with the result that unless 
the shipper would make good the loss, future trade 
would, be lost to him. 

Another lot of furniture, shipped by a firm in the 
South, consisted of wardrobes in sections, “dressers, 
bookcases, etc. Some attempt at crating this furniture 
had been made, but the material of which the crates 
were constructed was so light and the work was so 
badly done that the goods were damaged to a consid- 
erable extent by scratches and abrasions, and before 
they would reach their ultimate destination they would 
suffer still more damage. This is enough! to cause the 
importer a great deal of annoyance and make him 
indignant at the way in which his order has been 
shipped to him, not to mention the loss he sustains by 
this bad and careless packing of his goods. He will 
not forget it; neither will it further the interests of 
the shippers. 

When the consignee sees the bad condition in which 
his goods arrive he will naturally look to the shippers 
for indemnification, and they in turn will ciaim that 
the steamship company was at fault. Then the rail- 
way company will be dragged into the controversy, 
each in turn disclaiming all responsibility because of 
bad packing. In nearly every instance the final result 
is. that, after months of correspondence and delay, the 
consignee will suffer the loss, and his next order wil! 
be placed with another house, usually a foreign one. 
that will give the proper attention to insure safe trans 
portation and that will treat any complaints of 1's 
nature with the respect and consideration due t: 4 
customer. There have been instances when complai"ts 
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.. -his nature from buyers have elicited answers from 
shippers that were couched in language actually rude, 
overbearing, and even insinuating bad faith on the 


part of the importer. 5

NEW OPERATING MECHANISM FOR WASH- 
ING MACHINES.

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HOUSE FURNISHINGS IN VENEZUELA. 





In answer to an inquiry, Consul Isaac A. Manning, 
of La Guaira, reports as follows concerning the possi- 
bility of building up trade in certain house furnishings 
in Venezuela: 

During the past year small lots of stoves, ranges 
and refrigerators were imported through La Guaira, 
but this must not be taken as an illustration of the 
possibilities of a well-worked-up trade here. Stoves 
for use in Venezuela must be constructed chiefly for 
wood fuel. They should also be constructed so as to 
radiate as little heat as possible and to prevent oxida- 
tion, so peculiar to the Tropics. 

A cheap pattern of enameled toilet is in use here, 
but statistics show no imports of patent toilets. A 
proper effort for the introduction of such articles by 
a commercial agent, who could get local plumber: 
interested, would bring absolute results. 

There should be a market here for ice boxes and 
refrigerators, but with ice so expensive few house- 
holders keep ice in boxes or refrigerators. Hotels, bars. 
hospitals, etc., would surely use them if their value 
were brought to their attention. In these, as in all 
other articles, trade can only be built up by personal 
representatives. [A special printed list of the com-

A RECENTLY PATENTED HEATING FURNACE.

A horizontal partition-plate divides the space 
between the air tubes and the wall of the combustion 
chamber into two horizontal flues communicating di- 
rectly with the upper and lower smoke exits, respec- 
tively, the upper of the horizontal flues also opening 
directly into the space between the rows of tubes, the 
partition plate terminating at points near the front ends 
of the rows of tubes. There are closures for the for- 
ward ends of the horizontal flues, a vertical partition- 
plate between the rear ends of the rows of air tubes 
extending from the horizontal partition-plate to the 
bottom of the combustion chamber, and a damper mov- 
able to cut off the draft through either of the smoke 
exits, leaving the other open, whereby the products of 
combustion may be discharged directly from the in- 
terior of the combustion chamber through the upper 
smoke exit or may be caused to circulate through the 
horizontal flues and issue through the lower smoke 
exit, according to the position of the damper.

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METAL ROOFS RECEIVE SUPPORT IN 
HEARING. 





T. P. Walsh, a prominent master sheet metal worker 
of San Antonio, Texas, and president of the local asso- 
ciation in that city, was one of the principal speakers at 
a conference of San Antonio Sheet Metal Workers and 
the San Antonio City Council Committee on Fire and 
Fire Limits, held in that city on September 9. 

Only one man appeared to speak for the substitute 
no-shingle ordinance prepared by citizens who oppose 
the present no-shingle ordinance of San Antonio. The 
one man who led the protest-was W. N. Hagy. The 
Sheet Metal Workers represented, besides Mr. Walsh, 
were J. W. Ownby, Ed Dobrowolski and Joe Dean, Jr 
A. L. Sharpe appeared to ask whether or not it would 
be possible for him to get permission to place shingles 
on a one-room addition to his home, which is already 
covered with shingles. Nearly all of the aldermen 
present spoke briefly, indicating clearly that they were 
opposed to any changes in the present no-shingle 
ordinance. 

Mr. Walsh, speaking for the present no-shingle ordi- 
nance, said that the Sheet Metal Workers had intended 
to remain out of this argument until they saw that the 
lumber dealers were leading such a fight for shingle 
roofs that the City Council might welcome support. In 
answering arguments about the relative merits of shin- 
gles and tin as roofing material Mr. Walsh named sev- 
eral buildings on which he placed tin roofs twenty-one 
years ago and said those roofs are still in good condi- 
tion. He said that twenty-one years ago nearly all the 
houses in San Antonio had tin roofs and that the 
change was brought about by the aggressiveness of 
the lumber dealers in seeking business, rather than by 
any proof of the greater worth of shingles. He said 
that the lumber dealers lose no opportunity to fight the 
Sheet Metal Workers by buying such material, when 
it must be furnished from other states. Mr. Walsh 
was called back from a general attack on lumber 
dealers by a question from Alderman Braden as 
to whether tin is cheaper than shingles. “The lumber 
men are basing their fight,” said Alderman Braden, 
“on the allegation that shingles are cheaper and better 
than tin. We think they are not better than tin and 
we know they are dangerous, on account of spreading 
fire, but you can enlighten the committee as to the 
relative cost of tin and shingles” 

TIN IS ALSO CHEAP. 

“Taking ordinary cheap tin,” said Mr. Walsh, “and 
ordinary cheap shingles, it will be found that the cheap 
tin is much cheaper and just as good. To begin with 
a tin roof requires a very slight pitch and that saves 
lumber, making quite a difference in the cost of the 
house. <A tin roof ought to be painted, and if the shin- 
gles are not painted the difference between the cost of 
the two roofs would be the cost of the paint for the tin. 
But if the shingles are painted, and they ought to be 
painted, the tin roof is again much cheaper, because it 
requires a great deal of paint for a shingle roof.” 

In answer to questions about the relative heat of 


rooms covered by tin and shingles, Mr. Walsh said:. 


“Tests of putting a thermometer under a shingle roof 
and under a tin roof under as near the same conditions 
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as possible, have shown every time’ that the s)..\o/¢ 
roof is the warmer. I suppose those tests can be wr 
again and I suggest that those who wish to kno. tr, 
them. There is a point in this connection, how. yer 
that I wish to make: The tin cools quickly after <j; 
down, while the shingles hold the heat for the ro; oj 
the night. We can put paper under a tin roo} and 
make it very cool.” 

Mr. Walsh introduced several publications 4)) , 
number of illustrations sent out by tin and metal :o0j- 
ing companies, showing where fires had swept whole 
sections of cities and left. the tin-roofed houses. The, 
showed houses which tin roofs have protected from sun 
and rain for twenty years and furnished other argy- 
ments in favor of the metal roof. Among these was jt; 
rating by different fire insurance underwriters’ organi- 
zations. 

While the aldermen were busy with the publication; 
and illustrations Alderman Braden remarked that he 
had learned that one of the reasons for the fight of 
the lumber dealers on the present ordinance is that the, 
make. $1.50 a square on shingle roofs, while they make 
50 cents a square on metal roofs and have to sell in 
competition with other than lumber dealers when han- 
dling metal roofs. J. W. Ownby reiterated several of 
the points urged by Mr. Walsh and called attention to 
the roofs on Government buildings. .. He said the 
United States uses many tin roofs and no shingle roofs. 

Ed Dobrowolski told of having been called by several 
persons to put tin roofs over shingle roofs, whic! 
leaked or were otherwise unsatisfactory. 

W. N. Hagy was then given a hearing, which was 
much interrupted by questions from the Sheet Metal 
Workers. “There is very little tin in San Antonio 
now,” said Mr. Hagy. “Letters of inquiry to th 
representative tin dealers of the United States will 
bring replies saying that the American tin market 
is very short this year. There is a premium on tin 
in this city today. Shipments are promised for Novem 
ber 1 or December 1. As a result of this, some are 
going to be unable to get tin for their roofs and wil! 
be forced to use cheap, unsightly and dangerous com- 
positions which are supposed to be fireproof. An‘ 
those who get tin are going to pay a premium on it. 

The Sheet Metal Workers interrupted to declare that 
they would furnish tin in unlimited quantities and that 
they had not raised the price because of the present 
ordinance and would not raise the price. 

The question of fighting fires in a building covere( 
with a tin roof was brought up and Chief Wright a: 
sured the committee that he had never found it more 
difficult to fight fire in a building covered with a tin 
roof than in a building covered with shingles.

HARDWARE. 


Quiet progress was made in the local hardware 
market last week. Sales showed a slight increase over 
preceding weeks and the demand was quite general. 
While there was nothing of particular feature in the 
market, a good business was done and further good 
inquiry was noted. The latter is causing a more cheer- 
ful undertone in the market and the indications are 
that much improvement will be noted in the market in 
the next few weeks. The general expansion in trade, 
and more particularly *in the iron and steel trade, 
is the cause of the improvement in the demand for 
hardware. Prices are firm and in some instances are 
stronger than they have been for some time past, there 
being an absence of the disposition to shade prices. 
There is a quiet demand for wire nails in the local 
market. The market for cut nails is also quiet and, if 
anything, business is on a smaller scale than a few 
weeks ago. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2.00 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $2.00 for less than car- 
loads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.15 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08.

The market for galvanized pails is very low and 
large buyers can purchase these goods at prices said to 
be 10 per cent below cost.

TIN PLATE. 


The demand for tin plate continues good and as 
the canning season is drawing to a close manufacturers 
have been busy supplying rush orders as a result of the 
canners having under-estimated their requirements.

sumption, 59,614,207 lbs. ; export deliveries, 48,382,704 
Ibs.; stock on hand in the United States Sept. 1, 135, 
196,930 Ibs. 

The domestic market for copper is weak and lower, 
with the large consumers holding off. There is a fair 
demand from small buyers, and sellers are more anx- 
ious for business and more willing to sell futures 
Lake copper is quoted at 13@13'%c for spot and near- 
by deliveries; electrolytic, 1234@13¢; casting brands, 
12Y%@12%c. Producers appear to have a great deal 
of confidence in the future, as shown by the record 
production in August.

PIG IRON. 

There is very little change to note in the local de- 
mand for pig iron, The recent buying wave was very 
much more pronounced in the West and in New York 
and Pennsylvania than in New England, but the foun- 
dry people in the last mentioned locality are melting 
iron on a normal scale and are buying steadily to keep 
up their stocks. In other sections the market is per- 
haps a little more quiet, but not more so than was 
naturally to be expected after so heavy a demand. 

The smaller buyers are now operating to some ex- 
tent, and in some cases are showing a disposition to 
buy as far into 1910 as the sellers will allow. There is, 
however, a tendency to go slow on the part of the 
furnacemen, for the more: distant deliveries. Many 
of the furnaces have withdrawn from the market en- 
tirely, and those who are still selling limit the tonnage 
to small lots. In many cases each transaction has to 
be made subject to approval by the furnace, and while 
small lots are obtainable, the supply is quickly shut off. 

Prices are very firmly held, and while there does not 
appear to have been any further advance during the 
past week, there seems to be no doubt that there is 
less cutting of prices. The furnaces that are in the 
market are nearer together in the matter of prices than 
has been the case for a long time. Alabama iron is 
quoted at $14@14.50 ton f. o. b. Birmingham for 
delivery during the balance of the year, while for 1910 
delivery at least 50c ton more is asked. 

Virginia iron is very firm at $15 ton, Roanoke, for 
all deliveries this side of Jan. 1, while for 1910 delivery 
« substantial premium is being asked. For northern 
iron, there continues to be a very firm market at 
$18.50@18.75 ton, New England delivery, for the 
balance of the year, with a premium of 50c ton being 
asked for delivery after Jan. 1.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 


port: 

“Continued brisk business with prices on a higher plane 
marks the pig iron situation for the week. Strength and 
buoyancy in all lines accompany the movement in pig iron 
and large contracts for steel-making iron have been placed, 
including Bessemer sales in Pittsburg and Basic sales in the 
East. Reports that large consumers heretofore manufactur- 
ing the bulk of pig iron used by them will be good purchas- 
ers from now on, has stimulated the market. 

“Disinclination of furnaces to quote for next year is as 
much in evidence as ever and several of those which have 
been offering.for the first quarter and first six months of 
1910 have filled their order books to a point satisfactory to 
them and are refusing further business for the time being. 

“The larger concerns continue to buy heavily and the 
average consumer continues to show interest in supply of 
pig iron to July 1, 1910. 

“Production of pig iron during the month of August was 
2,232,000 tons, an increase over the July output, and was 
promptly absorbed by the trade. This is at the rate of 26,- 
800,000 tons a year and shows at what pace consumption is 
proceeding at the present time and what an improvement has 
been effected over two months ago 

“The car shortage is becoming acute and promises to be a 
very active factor in shipping both pig iron and coke from 
now on, in spite of the railroads continuing to place liberal 
orders for rolling stock. 

“Coke is now certainly on the active list and prices have 
advanced sharply on all grades. Buyers are somewhat less 
disposed to place contracts because of the recent sharp ad- 
vance, but ovens are firm and other advances are expected. 
The output in all districts is increasing and being promptly 
taken as far as it is possible for the railroads to handle it. 
Shortage of labor is still a big item and will so continue. 
Several large furnace contracts have been placed for fuel 
during the first half of next year at a price in advance sof 
what they have been paying for some time past. Some pro- 
ducers in the Connellsville field are so well fixed regarding 
sales that they prefer not to quote, or when they do it is only 
at a price considerably higher than they have hitherto sold.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 
“Continued heavy buying and a demand that seems to 
have no limit make up the record of the week. It is evident 
that consumption is growing with great rapidity—in fact our 
own observation leads us to believe that more iron is being 
melted today than is realized by even most of the very san- 
guine men in the trade. Production at a tremendous rate was 
the first effect of the revival in business and for a season it 
seemed as if so much iron was being made that the thing was 
going to be altogether overdone. But as time progressed 
these fears proved to be groundless and it will. not be sur- 
prising, if nothing occurs to check matters, to find that con- 
sumption has forged ahead so that presently iron will be in 
short supply. A few months ago any intimation of such a 
state of affairs in the near future would have appeared utterly 
ridiculous, but now it seems quite prohable 

“There is the greatest optimism among iron masters 
though no one wants to see a runaway market, which would 
do much more damage than good. But that the whole market 
is tending towards higher prices and a wider demand is evi- 
dent. 

“Tn northern iron the price for the early part of next 
year is firmly established at $16.50 and southern Ohio furnace 
and Birmingharr No. 2 is between $14.00 and $15.00, depend- 
ing on the views of the seller.”
